This photo album belonged to my great-great-grandparents 
Lucas Wurtz Hankins (1831-1910) and Mary Ellen Ross (1835- 
1914) of Hankins, Sullivan County, New York and Manchester, 
Wayne County, Pennsylvania. 


The album has been in the family since it was created. Mary 
Ellen Ross moved in with her son William Lucas Hankins (1872- 
1930) and his family after her husband died in 1910. After 
William Lucas Hankins' death, his widow, Mary Jane Kellam 
moved in with her son, my grandfather, Francis William 
Hankins (1897-1983) and his family. In the 1960s, my 
grandfather gave some of the family photos albums to my 
father Philip Charles Hankins (1933-2006), and my father 
inherited the rest after his father died. Beginning in the late 
1990s, my father started giving me the family photo albums. 


The album and photographs are in surprisingly good condition 
considering its age. The photographs themselves are sealed 
between the pages, so if there is information on the backs of 
photographs, it is inaccessible. Most of the photographs are 
labeled. It is unknown who added the identifications. They 
could well date from when the album was created in the 1860s 
and 1870s.

1846 in Pennsylvania, and died on 29 June 1916 in Buckingham, 
Wayne County. She married Henry S Knight (1841-1913), son of 
George Knight and Elizabeth Hathaway, before 1870. The Knights 
had two children Lulu (1874-1945) and Archie (1872-1958).

John Graham Ross 


1833-1863 


John Graham Ross, son of John Ross (1791-1837) and Love Hurd (1790- 
1833), was born 5 July 1833 in Damascus, Wayne County, Pennsylvania. 


John Graham Ross served in the Union Army during the Civil War. He 
enlisted in Company K of the 143rd Regiment of New York Infantry at 
Cochecton, Sullivan County, New York on 25 July 1862. At the time of his 
enlistment, he was twenty nine years old, 5 feet and 10 1/2 inches tall, 
had a fair complexion, with blue eyes and brown hair. He appears as a 
private on the Company Muster-In Roll dated 9 October 1862, taken at 
Monticello, Sullivan County. He enlisted for a term of three years. 


In January 1863, Private John Ross was involved in the Court Martial case 
of Nicholas Tompkins, private in Company I, 143 Regiment New York In- 
fantry at Camp Bliss, Upton Hill, Virginia. Tompkins was on trial for 
furnishing alcohol to enlisted men. As a witness, Ross was asked if he 
knew if Tompkins had done this. According to the letter in his Service Rec- 
ord, Ross "answered in a most insolent and insubordinate manner, saying 
‘| refuse to answer any such a question.’ " Ross was found in contempt of 
court. He was sentenced to ten days labor at Camp Bliss, and forfeited five 
dollars of his monthly pay. 


Unfortunately, John Graham Ross did not survive the war. On 21 October 
1863 he was sent to the Convalescent Camp at Bridgeport, Alabama. He 
died on 3 March 1863 at the General Field Hospital Number 1 at Steven- 
son, Alabama of Chronic Diarrhea. He was buried in grave 174. John Gra- 
ham Ross is now buried in Cypress Hills National Cemetery in Brooklyn, 
New York.
